In all, 105 teaoherH participated in tho study. Ot thla Kt*<^iU>» 
26,7% were primary-grade toachora, 10. 'S% were middle-grade teachera, 
and 27.6% taught In the aecondary gradea (15.2% riated "other" aa the 
poaltlon they held). 

In terms of degreeB earned, 62.9% of the papulation luild the . 
bachelor 's- degree, 24.8% held the maater'a, and 12.3% listed "other" 
as the degree held. 

The make-up of the population in terras of nura6er?of years 
experience in professl^onal education wa^ as follows: 35.2% with zero 
to three ye^t^s of experience, 51. A% with four to 10 years, and 13.4% ^ 
with ll or m6re years.

An anaiyHls of the data iiidLcates that 8.3% of the^teacherw aurveyed , 
believe research findings on teaching are a valuable way to help teachers 
improve teaching behavior. 

Most teachers see practical application for their teaching in 
research findings. Seventy percent of the teachers surveyed disagreed 
with the statement that "Research findings on teaching have very little 
practical application for the classroom teacher."

In analyzing th© data of middle-gr^de tochers versus secondary 
teachers, we found significant differences on three items. More 
secondary teachers agreed with the statement , "Supervisars should give 
morQ. attention to research findings on teaching," than did middle-grade 
teachers (89% vs. ^78%, signif icant at th^N^^Ol level) . On Item 26, 
teacliersr were asked to respond 'to the. statement, "Little attention has^ 
been given to research findings on teaching in professional meetings ^ 
;that I have attended." There was a significant difference (at the .03 

level) between the way middle-grade and secondary teachers responded;

more secondary teachers agteed with the i^tatemerit (93% vs. 81%) 

Also, differences between middle-school and secondary-school 

teachers were found in Item 37; "The suggestions of college and 

•) • ■ ■ ■ ■ 

university faculty about improving teaching are often unrealistic." 

Sixty-three percent of ^he middle-school' teachers agreed with the 

statement compared to 82% of the seconflary teachers (significant at 

the .05 level). 

Do teachers who have received a master's degree view educational 
research differently than those who have not? Analysis of the data 
indicates little difference in the perceptions between the two groups. 

However, there was disagreement on Items 18 and 35. Item 18 
stated, "Results of research on teaching obtained frpm my supervisor 
have been very helpful in my teaching." Eighty-seven percent of the 
teaehers holding master's degrees disagreed with the statement , . while'^72%

of those who. held bachelor's degrees^ disagreed (significant at the

When asked toVespond to the statement, "Education faculty of , 
colleges and universities are the most appropriate people to provide / 
teachers with research findings oh teaching" only 53% of those with " ' - 
bachelor's degrees agreed, while 84% of ^ those with mast^'s degrees 
agreed. . 

In the analysis of teaching experience .as a factor affecting teacher 
perceptions of educational research^ significant differences occurred 
on only two items. .? 

On Item 5, "I make an effort to utilize research on teaching in my 
teaching," 70% of the teachers with four to 10 years experience agreed 
with the statement, and 93% of the teachers with 11 or more years 
experience agreed with it (significant at the .03 level). 

Also, a significant difference was found on Item 16," "Research 
findings about teaching should be given little emphasis in a school 
district's inservice program." Seventy per^td of the respondents with 
three years or less experience disagreed with the statement, whiles, 93% 
with 11 years or more experience disagreed (significant at the .04 
level) .22

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Conclusions 

An analysis, of the teachers' responses leads to the following con- 



clusions:

Teachers ,do value research findings that focus on class- 
room teaching. 

Teachers believe that' research findings can lead. to 
improved teaching. . - 0* 

Often, teachers view research findings as being con- 
tradictory. • 

Teachers do not perceive principals, faculty meetings, 
supervisors, inservice meet^ings, or pro'f essional 
meetings as currently providing them with research 
rf indings on teaching. They do believe more should, be 
done in these areas in terms of providing teachers 
with the latest research findings. 

Undergraduate teacher education programs do not do 
a very good job of providing preservice teachers with 
research findings on teaching.- However, teachers have 
a more positive view of graduate ptograms and univer- 
sity professors in terms of dissemination. "

Teachers get most of their research findings on 
teaching from professional journals but feel that 
more space in these journals should be devoted to 
dissemination of research findings. 

Generally speaking, grade-level assignment, de gree ^ 
earned, and the number of years experience ha3^11t,tle 
effect on the teachers* perceptions.
